their leaves or blossoms, w hether cu ltivated or in th - wild state from 
private oi pu blic lands. 
So inensely interested in n atu re are the mu ltitu des today that 
they annu ally bu y millions of books and crowd natu ral history m u ­ 
seu m s and zoological gardens to read abou t and sec the very flowers 
they are cru shing u nder foot >and anim als they w ere wantonly slau gh­ 
terin g bu t a brief span of years back.
